By Oswald and James Jacoby 


When an ordinary bridg e play ­ 


er makes a mistake, he makes a 


mistake. When an ex pert makes 


a mistake, he is just as g uilty 


but he is likely to call it an error 


of judg ment or to ex cuse 
it by 


say ing . “ I took a jx isition ” 


Freq uently that is just what the 


ex pert has done. He has deliber­ 


ately violated some rule or prin­ 


ciple of bidding or play because 


he feels that his partner has 


made a mistake and he, the ex ­ 
pert, wants to correct it. 


South’s six heart bid shows one 
of these ex pert g ambles. 
South 
had really bid his full streng th 
when he jumped to three hearts 
and then went on to four hearts 
when his partner was doubled at 
three spades. 


There was nothing wrong with 
North's four no-trump bid. He 
could ex pect a spade lead ag ainst 
any heart contract and at worst a 
heart slam would depend on a 
club finesse. Then, when ex pert 
South showed only one ace in re­ 
sponse to four no-trump. 
North 


became scared and bid only five 
hearts. 


This was a bad bidding error. 
It is inex cusable to use Black­ 
wood and then stop short of a 
slam when y our side holds three 
aces. In other words if y ou aren't 
sure that y ou want to be in a 
three-ace 
slam 
y ou 
don't 
use 
Blackwood. 


It is even more inex cusable to 
g o on to a slam after y our part­ 
ner 
has 
used 
Blackwood 
and 
sig ned off at five, but 
ex pert 
South didn’t care about rules. He 
would have looked silly if North 
held 
only 
one 
ace 
but 
South 
didn't care. He bid the slam any ­ 
way and was rig ht. He actually 
made an overtrick because West 
opened a spade.

Ho wlett Discusses

MONTCCELLO - Steadily im­ 
prov ing 
data 
processing 
tech­ 
niques will help reduce gov ern­ 
ment costs and sav e the taxpay­ 
ers’ money, Michael J. Howlett, 
state Auditor of Pub lic Accounts, 
said here Wednesday. 


"State gov ernment is Illinois’ 
b iggest industry," said Howlett. 
‘ As its operations grow steadily 
larger and more complex, more 
sophisticated 
d a t a 
processing 
techniques and equipment hav e 
b ecome necessary to keep track 
of what is happening to the peo­ 
ple’s money. 


"We 
now 
write 
450.000 
to 
475.000 checks a month in the 
Auditor’s 
office, 
ev en 
though 
some of the univ ersities handle 
their own payroll and we only 
hav e to write one check for each. 


‘‘During my term of office, 
since 1961, we hav e gone from 
the old-fashioned b asic unit rec­ 
ord equipment into computers— 
not the largest and most expen­ 
siv e, b ut only to the extent re­ 
quired. We hav e b een writing 
warrants for a year on an IBM 
Model 360-20 computer and we 
are now ordering a second one. 


"The second computer will Ix- 
needed to help us supplement 
state employes’ retirement pro­ 
v isions with federal Social Se­ 
curity, to b ecome effectiv e Jan. 
1, 1969 under a new law enacted 
b y the 75th General Assemb ly. 


"The new Social Security sys­ 
tem for state employes will make 
archaic the payroll systems we 
hav e b een using. We expect to 
go to a state payroll warrant 
with a stub . We are running out 
of space on the existing warrant 
to imprint all the required in­ 
formation.’’ 


Howlett said a reorganization 
of his office, application of b usi­ 
ness principles and a continuous 
effort to find b elter techniques 
has made it possib le to keep 
down his own operational costs 
while gov ernment costs general­ 
ly hav e b een rising tremendous­ 


ly. 
"My office is now operating 
with a smaller staff than it had 
when I was elected in 1960, al­ 
though responsib ilities hav e b een 
added," he said. 


"We are handling more work 
now than when 1 took office, b ut 


with fewer emplo y es a t a lo wer 
unit cost. 
"At a time when ^he American 
people must pay heav y taxes for 
schools, welfare and defense, it 
is more important than ev er b e­ 
fore to concentrate on efficiency 
at all lev els of gov ernment.” 
Howlett said Illinois is No. 1 


among the states In prudence 
with the taxpayer's dollar. 
"In the 19 65-06 fiscal year," 
he said, "Illinois spent 8117 20 for 
all general expenditures of state 
and local gov ernment per $1,000 
of personal income of its resi­ 
dents, This was the lowest figure 
of any of the 50 states."
